The  Navajo  coordination  call  was  interesting.  It’s  clear  that  Navajo  Nation  is  not 
organized  and  not  coordinating  well.  On  the  call  there  was  NNEPA,  NNDOJ,  BIA, 
UNM,  NN  Emergency  Management  and  EPA  Region  9.  Based  on  a lack  of 
communication  between  the  Nation’s  departments  and  the  Region  9,  I’ve  decided 
to  have  Incident  command  / response  face  to  face  meeting.  The  meeting  will  take 
place  at  the  Shiprock  chapter  house  1 pm  tomorrow.  The  objectives  of  this  meeting 
are  to  identify  leads  for  each  department,  identify  resource  needs,  identify  areas  / 
communities  that  are  in  need  of  water  for  either  agriculture  or  livestock  and  agree 
upon  a communication  schedule.  BIA  will  be  able  to  provide  water  permit  holders 
to  ensure  proper  water  distribution.  Additionally,  it  was  brought  up  by  BIA  to 
increase  our  CIC  efforts  with  radio  and  Navajo  specific  fact  sheets.
